Medical 
Advances 


Four million people in 
the United States did not 
die during the last twenty 
years, They lived because 
of the new medical know- 
ledge, new drugs, and new 
technics in treatment, 
There has been a lowering 
of the death rate to a little 
‘over nine per 1,000, the 
lowest in history. Also, 
today there is a quicker 
recovery from disease. 

Only a few years ago 
the average pneumonia pa- 
tient remained seriously ill 
for weeks, and 202 of each 
100,000 patients died. 


| Pneumonia is ashort-term 


! disease now, and only six 
patients out of 100,000 with 
pneumonia die. 

Similarly, the average 
patient with appendicitis a 
few years ago was hospit- 
alized for two weeks or 
more, and 30 of each 100, 
000 patients died. Now, ap~ 
pendicitis patients are out 
of the hospital in a few 
days, and only two patients 
out of 100,000 who-undergc 
appendectomy die. 

With all of this and 
better living too, no wonder 
the number of persons 65 
and over has quadrupled in 
recent years. Since 1900, 
persons past the age of 65 
have been increasing at a 


rate about twice as fast as’ 


that of the rest of the pop- 
ulation, 

Life expectancy in this 
country has jumped from 47 
years in 1900 to more than 
70 in 1960, The population 
of the United States-now 
187,293,000-is expected to 
reach one billion by 2050, 
By that time, computers 
say, there will be 76 mil- 
lion citizens over 65, 

Medical science, chiefly 
responsible for this rapidly 
increasing population, is 
seeking ways to maintain 
the functional efficiency of 
the aged person’s body and 
mind. 


Soft Tissue 


Soft tissue of the human 

body is that part external 
to the skeleton and inter- 
nal organs. This soft tis- 
sue of the body is called 
flesh, 
Because of its super- 
ficial, vulnerable position, 
soft tissue is injured more 
frequently than any other 
part of the body. Many 
flesh injuries are minor in 
character and call for little 
attention, Some are so ser- 
ious that they may per- 
manently destroy impor- 
tant body functions. 

Surgeons have, since 
ancient times, been con- 
cerned with factors that in- 
fluence the healing of 
wounds. Some factors are 
age, diet, local infection, 
and extent of injury. 
Wounds heal more ra- 
pidly in the young than in 
the aged, but there are 
standard procedures in 
caring for wounds. These 
include thorough cleans- 
ing of the wound by the 
iphysician. Debridement is 
removal of foreign matter

Advances 


Four million people in 
the United States did not 
die during the last twenty 
years. They lived because 
of the new medical know- 
ledge, new drugs, and new 
technics in treatment.

Only a few years ago 
the average pneumonia pa- 
tient remained seriously ill 
for weeks, and 202 of each 
100,C00 patients died. 

| Pheumonia is a short-term 
| disease now, and only six 
patients out of 100,000 with 


pneumonia die. 


Similarly, the average 
patient with appendicitis a 
few years ago was hospit- 
alized for two weeks or 
more, and 30 of each 100, 
000 patients died. Now, ap- 
pendicitis patients are out 
of the hospital in a few 


days, and only two patients 
out of 100,000 who underge 
appendectomy die.

Surgeons have, since 
ancient times, been con- 
cerned with factors that in- 
fluence the healing of 
wounds. Some factors are 
age, diet, local infection, 
and extent of injury. 
Wounds heal more ra- 


pidly in the young than in 
mithe aged, but there are 


Standard procedures in 
caring for wounds. These 
include thorough cleans- 
ing of the wound by the 
physician, Debridement is 
removal of foreign matter 
and dead tissue in or im- 
mediately around the 
ound, Checking the flow 
of blood, called hemo- 
stasis, is important. Then

suturing and is immobiliz- 


ed to aid healing.

With the very latest 
and efficient equipment his 
mills are producing over 
fifty million feet each year.

After purchasing Mul- 
lins and Clark Lumber 
Company’s properties 
from Dorsey Trailer 
Company, a complete saw- 
mill and lumber yard was 
constructed and is now 
being operated as a com-| 
plete lumber operation 
from the forest to the fin- 
ished product. 

Approximately fifteen 
million feet of pine is man- 
ufactured and shipped an- 
nually, Through proper 
Management of the forest 
lands numbering in the vi-. 
cinity of twenty-five thou- 
sand acres, and withthe la- 
test automatic equipment, 
the final product is achiev- 
ed through the latest meth- 
ods. This lumber is sold 
to lumber dealers all ov- 
er the south, as well asa 
valuable bi - product 
“‘chips’’ which are furnish. 
ed to paper companies that 
are now abletoprocess into 
paper. 

W.A, (Bill) Bullard has 
been associated with Flack 
Lumber Company for over 
twenty years, He is prese 
ently managing the com- 
pany forest lands. He has 
been instrumental in ac- 
quiring for the company 
every acre and knows every 
boundary corner like the 
palm of his hand. 

In his early days with 
the company he personally 
protected this property 
from fire without any aid 
from the state.
